A Government spokesman in 
the 12th army zone said there 
were possibly as many as 120,- 
000 Communists, fully equipped 
with artillery, closing in on 
Kweisui.—Assoclated Press. 

KWEISUI BESIEGED 
Chungking, Nov, 3. 

Chinese despatches reported that 
twenty-two thousand communists 
are besieging Kweisul, capital of 
Suiyuan Province tn Inner Mon- 
golla. General Ho Lung is leading 
tho attackers. The city fa in grave 
danger and thousands of poople 
are fleeing. 

The communists are reported to 
be secking to widen their holdings 
in order to bar the overland move- 
mont of the Nationalist troops to 
Manchuria. 

Ten thousand Nationallat troaps 
are reported to be still holding 
besieged Tatung, in Northern 
Shane. 

Official China awaits the return 
of Ambassador Patrick J. Hurley 
fn the hopé that he might avert | a 
‘full-sente elvil war.

‘LABOUR'S — 
ENDORSEMENT 


Britain’s Labour Government 
could have asked for no greater 
encouragement to persist with 
their programme than has beea 
offered to them in the results 
of the municipal elections, If 
tho country had thought it had 
been too enthusiastic in its 
swing to Labour, or had begun 
to repent ita “gamble” for any 
reason tho results would cer- 
tainly have shown themselves, 
What they do show is precise- 
ly the reverse. It {is small 
wonder that British democracy 
puzzles Oversens observers. 
After an election which was 
fought with a great deal of live- 
liness, the issues about which 
there was so0 much argument 
seems miles away from practi- 
cal problema. In point of fact, 
they are. [t is becoming in- 
creasingly clear that, so tong as 
a situation of physical scarcity 
prevails, a policy of rationing 
and control, and Government 
regulation of industry must 
continue. In countries like 
Aserica, the case is different. 
There is physical plenty. There 
is also extreme individualism. 
Tho current of political thought 
in America is racing towards 
the iden of removing all politi- 
eal controls from industry, of 
letting the economic = machine 
right itself. The economic mua- 
chine in America will right it- 
self because of physical plenty, 
and because there is what eco- 
nomists call an “effect demand” 
for consumption goods. ‘The 
end of the war expressed Itself 
in the United States as a gen- 
eral retief, from the Individnal 
consumer's point of view, at 


= 


{ the ending of tho shortages in 


such goods as milk, butter 
meat and so on. Mhe end of 
the war in Great Britain dows 
not mean that there is more for 
people to eat or more for people 
to wear. But while there has 
been o shortage of luxuries dur- 
ing the war in Great Britain, 
there nus also been an equitable 
sharing out of necessaries. The 
British people have got used ta 
the idea of soctal co-operation

King Leopold, in a simultancous 
statement, declared that the re- 
port, which was an account taken 
down at the meeting by Hitlor’s 
stenographer Paul Schmidt, was 
inaccurate.—Associated Press. 


King Leopold is ntated to have 
pointed out that “British propa- 
ganda {s profitably exploiting the 
presont uncertain state of the 
country.” 

Hitlor replicd: “Instead of being 
influcneed by British propaganda 
Belgians should understand that 
the principal responsibility for 
thelr dificulties rests:‘on England.” 

To tho King’s plea for more 
food Hitler is said to hve replied 
varandiloquently, ‘In territories 
oceupled by Germany, from Spitz- 
bergon to. the Spanish frontler, 
none will die of hanger.” 

‘TT ng’s letter declares that 
Dr. Schmidt, Hitler’s secretary, 
did not distort the Interview, He 
had ongaged in no political affatrs 
at Berchtesgaden. 

“{ dony havino entered into any 
engagement, having ceded nothing 
and having promised nothing. 

“My entire records are at the 
disposal of the nation. I have 
nothing to hide.’—Reuter, 

Leopold denied that he had en- 
tered on any poljtical nogotiations 
with Hither or made any promisce. 
He declared he went to Berchtes- 
gaden only “to negotiate tho re- 
lease of our prisoners of war, to 
Improve our food rations and to 
lighten our economic and financial 
burden.” 

+ The Schmidt renort said Leopold 
. thanked Hitler “for all ho had 
done for Belgium and expressed 
aroatitude for oll the personal 
frvours accorded him.” It quoted 
Hitler o8 saying: “The Belgium 
government never renily was 
neutral. The Belgium government 
plaved the role that Great Britain
